1 . The drawings were received on January 2, 2009. Tliese drawings are approved. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



3. Claims 45-64, 66, 67, 68, 71 , 72, 74-76, and 78-81 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Yoneyama. 

Yoneyama disclose a transmitter (figure 2) a transmitting unit (#60. 70, 
67, 68, 69) and a control unit (#63, 64, 61). 

Claim scope is not limited by claim language that suggests or makes 
optional but does not require steps to be performed, or by claim language that 
does not limit a claim to a particular structure. However, examples of claim 
language, although not exhaustive, that may raise a question as to the limiting 
effect of the language in a claim are:

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-83 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
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Information Disclosure Statement 

8. The information disclosure statement filed Janaury 2, 2009 fails to comply with 
the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97, 1 .98 and MPEP § 609 because some of the references 
lack proper date. It has been placed in the application file, but the cross out information 
referred to therein has not been considered as to the merits. Applicant is advised that 
the date of any re-submission of any item of information contained in this information 
disclosure statement or the submission of any missing element(s) will be the date of 
submission for purposes of determining compliance with the requirements based on the 
time of filing the statement, including all certification requirements for statements under 
37 CFR 1 .97(e).
